The 
captors hurried Dodd to a compound building 
and in three minutes broke out announcements 
of the capture on banners that had been made 
beforehand. “They told me,” said Dodd, “that 
all Communists had been prepared to seize me 
if the opportunity arose.” 

Then the Reds began to cash in on their coup. 
For 48 hours they haggled over proposals for 
administration of the compound by the pris- 
oners. Outside the fence a new commandant, 
Brig. Gen. Charles Colson, threatened force un- 
less Dodd was released. Dodd's life, replied PW 
leaders, would be forfeit if a shot was fired. Col- 
son held off. Meanwhile Dodd, as he described 
it, was living in a “room with rice mats on the 
floor and a table with flowers.” 

Three days after the capture the Reds pre- 
sented Colson with their terms: the U.N. must 
cease “barbarous behavior,” including “tor- 
ture, mass murdering, using poison gas, germ 
weapons, A-bomb.” They also demanded the 
U.N. stop screening prisoners. The terms went

back and forth three times. In the final version 
Colson signed this incredible statement: 

“I do admit that there have been instances 
of bloodshed where many prisoners of war have 
been killed and wounded by U.N. forces. I can 
assure you that in the future the prisoners of 
war can expect humane treatment.” 

With this devastating propaganda weapon 
in their hands, the Reds were ready to release 
Dodd. “I was,” reported Dodd, “to be decor- 
ated in flowers and escorted to the gate.” At 
this, however, the general balked. No flowers, 
he said. The Reds, deprived of their last bit 
of knife twisting, gave in and simply delivered 
Dodd to the gate. 

He and Colson were immediately summoned 
by Ridgway, who was in the process of turn- 
ing over his command to General Mark Clark. 
Next day Clark denounced the bargain as hav- 
ing been reached under duress and, declaring 
the camp commander did not have power to 
conclude such an agreement, flatly repudiated 
everything Colson had signed. 

Anew command moved into Koje and a com- 
bat team of paratroopers set up guards. But the 
damage had been done. The Reds’ radio and 
newspapers were screaming that “U.S. general 
admits atrocities in prison camp” and spread- 
ing the story about the “forcible screening” of 
prisoners and the “heroic struggle of our cap- 
tured personnel against barbarous behavior.”

LORD RUSSELL, TELECASTING ON HIS BIRTHDAY 


FISH AND FOREIGN POLICY 


The U.S. got an official protest from Peru last 
week that every congressman ought to read a 
hundred times. It was caused by the House’s 
approval of a new protective tariff on fresh tuna 
fish (hitherto duty-free) designed to save our 
West Coast albacore fleet from Japanese and 
Peruvian competition.

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A GREAT MIND IS STILL ANNOYING AND ADORNING OUR AGE 


Last Sunday afternoon on their TV sets sev- 
eral million Americans must have seen Ber- 
trand Russell during NBC’s half hour com- 
memorating his 80th birthday. Last week 
at a New York airport a customs inspector 
named Sullivan impounded for censorship 
a tape-recorded two-minute interview with 
Russell. The news that Russell was a world- 
famed philosopher and mathematician, a 
top-drawer British earl, a holder of his coun- 
try’s most esteemed civilian award, the Or- 
der of Merit, and a winner of the Nobel Prize 
for literature did not seem to awe Inspector 
Sullivan. “He's the fellow who wrote about 
sex, isn’t he?” he answered. 

Lord Russell's theories of marriage and 
morals are not his only ones that have pre 
duced uproars. As a practicing rationalist, 
he has pressed views which at various times 
have left large groups purple in the face. He 
has offended such contrasting bodies as the 
Catholic Church, the Kremlin and His Bri- 
tannic Majesty's Government, which put 
him in jail for six months during World War I 
for his pacifist activities. Like Socrates he has 
been accused of undermining established re- 
ligion and corrupting youth. 

‘There are a number of Lord Russell's pro- 
nouncements which the editors of Lire do not 
subscribe to. No intellectual in the world has 
a better anti-Communist record; he went to 
Russia in 1920 and called the turn in The Prac- 
tice and Theory of Bolshevism so accurately 
that the book could be reissued unchanged 
and unchallengeable 29 years later. Never- 
theless for the past few years he has been 
attacking the U.S. for its hysterical attitude 
toward the world crisis. In this he is prob- 
ably wrong, or at least wrongheaded, and 
many good answers could be made, some of 
them spiteful. 

But since this is a festive occasion, spite- 
fulness is out of order. It was a pleasure last 
Sunday to see Bertrand Russell so delight- 
fully alive. There he sat, already 10 years 
older than the age Socrates managed to reach, 
and his mind was throbbing away as provoca- 
tively as ever. Russell's is undeniably one of 
the great minds of our time. It has always 
been impelled by a passionate and relentless 
curiosity and a hatred of cruelty and injus- 
tice. An aristocratic gadfly, he has never for 
any reason hesitated to speak out on any 
issue that engaged him. 

Although born in the Victorian era (the 
mighty utilitarian philosopher and econo- 
mist, John Stuart Mill, was his godfather), 
he seems more like an 18th Century figure 
from the Age of Reason like Voltaire, whom 
he strikingly resembles both in physiognomy 
and spirit. Philosophy is an abstruse subject, 
which Russell once defined as an unusually 
ingenious attempt to think fallaciously; the 
fame of philosophers seldom spreads beyond 


the confines of university campuses. But Rus- 
sell’s has, because for the last 40 years he has 
striven to think about complex current issues 
—polities, history, ethics, economics—and 
to convey his thoughts to those who longed 
for insight in language they could under- 
stand. And whatever Bertrand Russel) has 
done, wherever he has gone, there has usually 
been laughter. 
> When he was lecturing at the University 
of Chicago, he told President Robert Huten- 
ins that one of the advantages of belonging to 
the British peerage was that you were treated 
well in jail. 
» While broadcasting on the BBC's Brains 
Trust program, he was challenged to demon- 
strate the conjugation of an irregular verb, 
“Lam firm,” was his answer. “You are obsti- 
nate. He is a pigheaded fool.” 
> On the leaders of the utilitarians, who had 
worked out virtually everything for the new 
Utopia; “Bookish men. There was no 
rough-and-tumble in their lives; none of them 
would have known what to do with a horse- 
dealer or a card-sharper or even an ordinary 
drunkard.” 
> In accepting his Nobel Prize, Russell de- 
nied that he had contributed anything in par- 
ticular to literature: “'I feel like that intellec- 
tual but plain-looking lady who was warmly 
complimented on her beauty.” 

He is too modest. In his own opinion his 
best work and the only one at all likely to ene 
dure is his Principia Mathematica, which he 
wrote 40 years ago with Alfred North White- 
head, but the Principia is a vast treatise on 
mathematical logic for erudite specialists. It 
is our contention that Lord Russell is a ma- 
jor prose stylist. A hundred years hence such 
passages as this may be treasured among the 
glories of the English language: 

“How, in such an alien and inhuman world, 
an so powerless a creature as Man preserve 
his aspirations untarnished? A strange mys- 
tery it is that Nature, omnipotent but blind, 
in the revolutions of her secular hurryings 
through the abysses of space, has brought 
forth at last a child, subject still to her pow- 
er, but gifted with sight, with knowledge of 
good and evil, with the capacity of judging 
all the works of his unthinking Mother. In 
spite of Death, the mark and seal of the pa- 
rental control, Man is yet free, during his 
brief years, to examine, to criticize, to know, 
and in imagination to create. To him alone, 
in the world with which he is acquainted, 
this freedom belongs; and in this lies his su- 
periority to the resistless forces that control 
his outward life.” 

Bertrand Russell has completed his auto- 
biography, but it will be published posthum- 
ously. Although we cannot think of a more 
exciting book to look forward to, we hope that 
it will not appear for a long time.

U.S. plane makes rare descent and rare discovery 


On May 3 an Air Force C-47, taking off from the ice island T-3, droned 
north, the navigator making careful observations of the sun. Finally, 
after a 100-mile flight, the plane came gingerly onto the pack ice and 
landed on the North Pole. Though flights over the pole have become com- 
mon since Byrd and Amundsen made the first two in 1926, a polar land- 
ing had been made only once before—by the Russians in 1937. During 
its three-hour visit the C-47’s crew made scientific observations of the 
earth’s gravitational pull and the ocean depth.

As the Air Force was feeling pleased about its polar landing, a far differ- 
ent airlift in the interest of science was taking place near New York City. 
At Pearl River, N.Y. a Piper Cub loaded with bread, bedding and greens 
headed for the Lederle Laboratory, one of the largest pharmaceutical 
manufacturers and the sole producer of aureomycin.

Harry Truman accepted one of the most 
valuable gifts—a bronze bust (left) of Lin- 
coln—he has received in all his years as 
President.

Can NATO be whipped in four days? 


The progress of NATO was hampered by problems large and small. All 
Europe was gabbling excitedly over a report published in the French 
newspaper Le Monde, which the newspaper said had been written last 
Jan. 18 by Admiral William M. Fechteler, U.S. Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions.

A JESUIT GOES COMMUNIST 


Roman priest denounces Church after leading double life for year 


No one in Italy seemed a more exemplary up- 
holder of the faith than the 44-year-old Jesuit, 
Father AlighieroTondi. As a fervent lecturer on 
“religious science” at the Institute of Higher 
Religious Culture at Gregorian University in 
Rome he was exceedingly popular and only re- 
cently impressed an audience profoundly with 
a talk on why he became a Jesuit 16 years ago. 

Then last month he disappeared. “I'm not 
coming back,” he phoned the university. A few 
days later a Communist paper broke the news: 
Tondi had quit the Church for Communism. 

Police, tracing him to the apartment of a 
woman known to have entertained Communist 
leaders, said they had been watching him for a 
year and that he had led a remarkable double 


life, managing to get nights out by saying he wa 
working for Catholic Action, When the Insti- 
tute director came to the apartment Tondi met 
him in gaily colored pajamas, shouted, “You 
Jesuits only want to set a trap for me!” 

‘The Church, announcing that Tondi was ex- 
communicated by his own act, was at a loss to 
explain his move. It was all the more shocking, 
said the Institute director, because Tondi “en- 
joyed the confidence of thousands of young peo- 
ple whose qualms he could dispel as no one else 
could.” The case also seemed to worry Ameri- 
can Bishop Fulton J. Sheen, who was preaching 
in Rome at the time. He indicated that it par- 
alleled a Communist attempt to infiltrate the 
U.S. priesthood, starting as far back as 1936.

WILD PLANTS YIELD SOUP, SALAD, 


The average American is willing to pick and eat wild strawberries and 
blueberries, if someone points them out to him, and at one time or an- 
other may have eaten a dandelion-green salad. But for the most part he 
is happy to leave the subject of edible wild plants to the rabbits and 
the botanists. Actually the woods and fields are full of native American 
plants which are not only free for the taking but are also tasty and nutri- 
tious, if properly prepared. On these pages are some common edible wild 
plants, shown in all their different stages with flowers, pods and berries. 


GROUNDNUT has underground tubers like the potato. These tubers may be 
parboiled and roasted or sliced and fried with butter or bacon, They are avail- 
able all year all over U.S. The seed-bearing pods are sometimes eaten like beans, 


| head of a fiddle, should be picked before they uncurl when six to eight inches high 
and should be drawn through closed hand to remove wool. They may be boiled 
in pieces like string beans or cooked whole and served on toast like asparagus. 


Woods and Field 


PICKLES, PIES AND CHEWING GUM 


Since certain plants are poisonous, the amateur plant plucker should 
memorize the appearance of the harmless varieties and not experiment 
with unknown plants. Some, like groundnuts, were once popular with the 
Indians and early settlers. Others, like burdock, have been widely used 
in Japan and Europe but have never been fully appreciated in the U.S. 
Most wild plants are at their best when prepared as vegetables, but an MILKWEED pods (just above cluster of buds at bottom) taste like okra when 
ingenious cook can work up an impressive wild plant menu of soup, salad picked young and cooked, but raw shoots may he toxic. If leaves are broken, 
and pickles—and ingenious boys can even prepare milkweed chewing gum. main ribs yield rubbery sap which, when dry, makes an acceptable chewing gum.

Johnny Longden wins 4,000th race 


When wizened, 42: 


r-old Jockey Johnny 
Longden booted home his 3,999th winner, the 
routine of horse racing at California’s Holly- 
wood Park was completely upset. Fans sudden- 
Iy stopped playing form and, anxious to help 
Longden get his 4,000th win, began playing 
his horses for sentimental reasons. Officials who 
had planned a big ceremony fidgeted; Longden 
himself acted coy.

YEARS HAVE BOUND TOGETHER A FAMOUS FAMILY AND ITS CITY 


Married couples, afte 
often take on each oth 
case of the long romance between the family of 
Alphonso’Taft and the city of Cincinnati, Ohio 
the years together have made the resemblance 
so complete that it is hard to say which now 
takes after the other. Both family and city are 
sedate, prosperous, industrious and under- 
standably self-assured. Both have gone in heav- 
ily for culture, education and civie works. Dur- 
ing the last century the city produced two U.S. 
Presidents, Rutherford B. Hayes and Benjamin 
Harrison, and this century the Tafts produced

another for it—William Howard Taft. And now 
Robert Alphonso Taft of Cincinnati is out cam- 
paigning for the presidency while his brother, 
Charles P. Taft II, also of Cincinnati, is the 
Republican nominee for governor of Ohio. 
Alphonso must have felt an affinity for the 
city when he started the family there in 1838, 
Then the city was middle-class, tough and 
growing fast. He himself was middle-class, 
tough (it had been his practice to walk home 
to Vermont for vacations from the Yale Law 
School) and looking for a place to practice law. 
Hardheaded and practical, he had no taste for 


the adventures that then lay across the Mis- 
souri. He looked into New York and thought 
the lawyers there were too money-mad. He 
liked Philadelphia better. But he picked Cin- 
cinnati because there was a lot of business, 
little legal competition and he thought he could 
make $3,000 to $5,000 a year. He soon became 
inextricably involved with his adopted city. 
Alphonso’s public life set a pattern for those 
of his descendants (following pages) who went 
away to become famous. His love for the city 
set the course for the Tafts who stayed home to 
help the city flourish and flourish along with it. 
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The sons won either fame or fortune 


It was fortunate for Al- 
phonso Taft that he had 
started out with a mod- 
est goal of three to five 
thousand a year, for all 
his life he was reward- 
ed more by fame than 
by fortune. He served 
three terms as justice of 
the Ohiosuperior court, 
helped organize thelocal 
Republican party, tried 
twice for the nomina- 
tion for governor of his 
state, was Secretary of 
War and then attorney general under Grant, 
was minister to Austria-Hungary and then to 
Russia under President Arthur. When he died 
in 1891 he left an estate of only $482.80. 
Alphonso’s first wife, a Vermont schoolgirl 
named Fannie Phelps, bore him five sons, of 
whom only two, Charles Phelps and Peter Raw- 
son Taft, survived infancy. Fannie died at the 
age of 29. When her father died a few years 
later he left the two boys $50,000 each. These 
two, particularly Charles Phelps, founded the 
wealthy side of the family which became bene- 
factors of the city and patrons of its artistic life.

The first Charles enriched his city 


In spite of the Tafts who were justices, min- 
isters and Presidents, it was the first Charles 
Phelps Taft, the oldest, shortest and eventu- 
ally the richest of Alphonso’s sons, who made 
the family’s influence most deeply felt in the 
city. After inheriting his $50,000 from Grand- 
father Phelps, Charles met and in 1873 mar- 
ried Annie Sinton. Her father, David 
was an Irishman who owned an iron furnace 
and had amassed a fortune by stockpiling to 
of pig iron and selling it at the inflated pric 
of the Civil War. 

One of the richestmen in Ohio, Sinton bought 
a lovely old house on Pike Street (above) and 
gave it to Charles Phelps and Annie. He moved 
in to live with them and with Charles bought the 
Cincinnati Times, and later the Star. Charles 
prospered. He conceived the idea of leasing 
wires to gather news for his papers and later 
became a director of the Associated Press. As 
a sideline he ran a huge ranch in Texas near 
a town now named Taft.

states, buying and selling them like so many race horses—and in some 
cases a fighter, like a race horse, does not even know who or how many 
have bought into his contract. There is also some evidence that these 
crooks have grabbed championship titles too. 

The twin problems of monopoly and mob influence are inextrica- 
bly mixed because a monopoly situation is a simplified, made-to- 
order target for criminals. Thus the assurance of free competition can 
in itself hurt the gangster set: it disperses their target. But until the 
gangsters are dispersed, and slapped down and out of the game, box- 
ing will not be able to call its soul its own. 

If I had known last fall what I have learned since, I’m not sure I 
would have taken on this new job. Perhaps I was naive to feel that 
not everybody in the fight game was a rascal. By now, eight months 
later, I know I was right, for I have come to know many clean and 
honorable men who are a credit to boxing. A lot more nice, clean peo- 
ple would enter it, I believe, if they were not under the impression 
that they would have to mix with the most undesirable elements of 
our society. They would be shocked, as I have been, to learn how true 
that impression is, and how far the criminals have moved in from the 
fringe to crowd the game’s decent people into an ever smaller corner.

in boxing was what I'd read in the papers under the bylines of cru- 
sading boxing writers. 

I decided to accept the job. T wasn’t the first new commissioner 
to plead n Farley had done it with Al Smith, and the 
governor had said. that qualifies you to be chairman,” and 
Farley had been a strong one. 
sovernor Dewey was alarmed about the state of boxing in the 
State of New York. He was concerned about the so-called Iron Cur- 
tain that surrounded it, a curtain that most boxers couldn't punch 
their way through on ability alone. He was most concerned about 
the safety of fighters, as was the publ 
ing with the fatal knockout of Georg 

The governor handed me a program of drastic r 
for new safety measures in and out of the ring, for open conduct 
of all the bu: of boxing and for measures to insure free and 
equal competition. It concluded: ‘Managers, matchmakers and 
promoters must be men who can stand public scrutiny. Boxing has 
always had a powerful influence on our youth and it must be a 
cl influen 

It was a big order. I told Governor Dewey I'd do the best I could 
and returned to New York where, one night later, my education 
began with a challenge that was like a slap in the face. At the Polo 
‘atherweight Champion Sandy Saddler defended his 
inst ex-champion Willie Pep in the foulest exhibition of 
flouting I had ever seen. They kneed each other, gouged each 
other, wrestled each other and Referee Ray Miller to the canyas 
and broke nearly every rule in the book. It was a fight that would 
have disgraced a back alley, let alone millions of living rooms. At 
ringside, after Pep quit, I had to make my first decision—to hold 
up the purses and call a public hearing. Ten days later the com- 
ission revoked Pep’s license. suspended Saddler indefinitely and 
suspended and fined his manager, Charley Johnston, for an unpro- 
voked outburst against a commission doctor. 

That kind of challenge w: ily dealt with. The offense was 
committed under our noses, the offenders were in our hands and 
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the state’s duty was clear. But the real challenge to the authority 
of the state, and to public decency, came from a source that made 
Pep and Saddler by comparison a pair of Boy Scouts. That source 
was the Combination, and I was to learn that it is one thing to read 
about it, but quite another to have it as your adversary. 
Undisputed head of the Combination, the reputed underworld 
king of boxing, is a man by the name of Frank Carbo. It is an 
open secret in the sports world that a nod from Carbo can be the 
turning point in a boxer’s career. What is not so well known is that 
Frankie Carbo and his colleagues influence the fate of perhaps two 
thirds of all the U.S. boxers who are going anywhere or have ar- 
rived—the “working fighters” who get regular employment in the 
big arenas. In return for being delivered into the hands of the mob, 
these boxers by some magic get good billings in New York, Miami, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Detroit or Baltimore. For those whose man- 
agers spurn Carbo’s helping hand the road is longer and rockier, 
leading through boxing’s backwater towns. 
What manner of man is this who pulls the strings that make man- 
agers and fighters dance? Frankie Carbo (alias Paul John Carbo, 
c Frank Tucker, ete.) is a graduate gunman who has been described 
as “one of the nicest killers you could ever meet.” Very well dressed 
and moderately well spoken, he is a gray-haired, solidly built fel- 
low, known to have a pleasant manner except when crossed. He is 
eredited with a genius for organization and a memory for small 
details and exact sums that flabbergasts his auditor. He has float- 
ing headquarters along Jacobs Beach, two blocks from our commis- 
sion offices. In the days when Mike Jacobs ran the boxing business, 
Carbo was always in and out of the 20th Century Sporting Club 
offices. He no longer frequents Lou Stillman’s sweat-drenched 
gymnasium, where most fighters train in New York, but he often 
is seen lunching with cronies at the Broadway restaurants. He 
attends most major fights, and often the celebrations held in con- 
nection with them, 

Carbo is a former bookie who still loves betting—especially on 
winners—and the size of the bets that he and the mob get down 
on weekly fights makes the boxers’ purses look like small change. 
The federal tax on bookies has set the Carbo group to betting 
among themselves when their “beards,” or front men, can’t find 
well-heeled suckers around the country. This has made the betting 
more cutthroat than ever, but Carbo can afford it. In one nine- 
month postwar period, District Attorney Frank S. Hogan found, 


Carbo deposited more than $300,000 in a New York bank.

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THOUGH not a licensed manager of boxers in New York, 
Carbo seems to enjoy owning a few, just as an art dealer will

title now, has never been associated with him.) Carbo’s method, it 
seems, when he sees a boxer he wants, is simply to go to the man- 
ager and inform him that he wants “in.” He keeps it legal by o! 
inga price, just as if he were exercising the right of eminent domain. 
Thus the names of Johnny Greco, Chalky Wright, Cecil Hudson, 
Cleo Shans and Walter (“Popeye”) Woods have been mentioned 
as objects of Carbo’s consuming interest at one time or another. 

A peacemaker in disputes within the Combination, Carbo makes 
money coming and going from boxing: he often shares certain pro- 
moters’ profits in matches he helped to make, But for the right peo- 
ple he is always ready to do a favor, for free. When Frank Costello 
became interested in two New Orleans boxers, Bernard and Maxie 
Docusen, and when Costello’s brother-in-law, William (“Bonnie”) 
Geigerman, became their manager, Carbo helped them get matches 
in New York. He did the same for Mickey Cohen, when that Los 
Angeles “haberdasher” sent his lightweight, Willie Joyce, east. 

Carbo was not always such a big wheel. A decade ago, while pro- 
moting fights from Seattle, he was indicted for a Murder Inc. killing, 
but only as a triggerman. The victim was Harry (“Big Greenie”) 
Schacter, a fugitive from Louis (Lepke) Buchalter’s mob, and 


the execution date was Thanksgiving 1939, in Los Angeles.

Carbo went to trial. One witness put him at the murder scene, and 
CROCERS had fled the scene with a cigar clenched in his teeth.

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The story is related in the book Murder, Inc. and ends in anti- 
climax. After 53 hours of deliberation a hung jury let Carbo go, 
and he was never retried. For all his arrests Carbo has beaten the 
rap every time but once. In a Bronx pool hall in 1924, Carbo 
(known in the neighborhood as “Jim the Wop”) shot and killed 
unarmed Al Weber, a butcher, in a quarrel over a stolen taxicab. 
Charged with first-degree murder, Carbo was not brought to trial 
until six years later. He pleaded guilty to a reduced charge of man- 
slaughter and was sentenced to 74 to 15 years in prison but was 
paroled after less than a year, to go on to greater things. 

The Carbo combine rarely fixes a fight | because the word | gets 
around too easily. Even when everybody knows “the fix is in” for 
a fight to be thrown, proof is practically impossible to get. In 1947 
there was a memorable bout between Jake LaMotta and Billy Fox. 
LaMotta, then known as the uncrowned middleweight king, was 
a heavy favorite until a few hours before the fight. Then a flood of 
Fox money poured in, as the papers reported later, and the book- 
makers ran for cover. In the ring Fox punched away at LaMotta, 
seemingly at will, until the referee stopped it, giving Fox the vie- 
tory. There was a flurry of investigations, b 
nor anybody else would talk, th 

Next to Carbo the most notorious character in the combine is 
Frank ("Blinky") Palermo, known in Philadelphia as a strutting, 
gravel ed numbers-racket operator. “Blinky,” so called be- 
cause of an eye affliction, owned Billy Fox, LaMotta’s inglorious 
conqueror. In his home town he is the manager of record of Dan 
Bucceroni, Coley Wallace, Clarence Henry, Welterweight Johnny 
Saxton and former tweight Champion Ike Williams. In New 
York he has no license as a manager. An associate of Palermo, Her- 
man (‘Mug ylor, Philadelphia promoter, testified to the 
Kefauver committee that Blinky’s list of fighters actually totals a 
score or more. It is the most active stable operating today. 

Palermo’s boxers tend to run up quantities of victories, regard- 
less of quality. Take Johnny Saxton, the welterweight whose man- 
ager of record is Palermo, in Pennsylvania, and Trainer Bill Miller 
in New York—a circumstance we are investigating. Saxton is a 
perfectly good fighter, but some of his fights have been won with 
curious ease. In one, at Madison Square Garden, Referee Ruby 
Goldstein stopped the fight because Livio Minelli, Saxton’s oppo- 
nent, was reluctant to throw a punch. Minelli testified later to our 
commission that he was “too confused” by Saxton’s style. 

In another fight at the Garden I have to acknowledge that Sax- 
ton was badly mismatched, by our approval of a last-minute sub- 
stitution, with Lester Felton of Detroi poor exhibition ended. 
when the unhappy Felton was disposed of by disqualification. A 
wisecracking sportswriter summed it up disgustedly, “I've seen 
better fights i in the lobby of the Astor.” 

Another sidelight on Palermo, and an indication of his good con- 
nections, is the fact that he has been arrested on many charges— 
from assault and battery to keeping a disorderly club—but unlike 
Carbo he has never been convicted of a felony, only misdemeanors. 
Several years ago he received a pardon on recommendation from 
the Pennsylvania parole board. 

Palermo appeared before the Illinois Boxing Commission last 
March for a quick hearing on his licenses, so that he could second

Worth special mention is Eddie the man behind the rise 
of Middleweight Rocky Graziano. Coco is a study in scandal. His 
most recent conviction was for second-degree murder 11 months 
ago in Miami where he was sentenced to life imprisonment. He had 
shot an automobile washer when the man asked for his pay, and the 
said it was the first time a white man had been 
sentenced in Florida in a Negro’s death. 

Shortly after Eddie Coco went to jail, his friend Frank Carbo 
went to Florida and shortly after that Coco was out again on $25,000 
bond pending his appeal. The word is that Carbo got him out.

r, the man who opens the door to the 
ms it shut) is Armand Weill, the om- 
cient matchmaker who is one of the shrewdest men in boxing. 
Al Weill is something of an enigma. A matchmaker is supposed to 
be impartial, yet Weill is an enthusiastic partisan at ringside and 
loudly cheers the fighters he supports. By rights and by the gov- 


ernor’s directive a matchmaker is supposed to be a man “who can 


stand public scrutiny,’ yet Weill has been reported so often with 
Frank Carbo that intensive scrutiny of their relationship is re- 
quired, to see where one leaves off and the other hegins. 

They have been associated a long time, for Weill knows every- 
body, having been in boxing 35-years in every role but the gladi- 
ator’s. A sardonic, possibly apocryphal anecdote about these men 
tells how, some years ago, Weill had a partner in New Haven named 
Richard Gray, a promoter. They developed and managed a num- 
ber of boxers and went halvers on all of them. But when a promis- 
ing lightweight who later became champion came along, Weill 
claimed both halves by right of discovery. Gray complained so bit- 
terly that Weill asked his friend Carbo, as a favor, to go up to New 
Haven and pacify him. 

Carbo agreed. When he got back t 
"Well, did you get Gray off my neck 

“Sure, I got him off your neck,” said Carbo. 

“Then he won't insist on wanting half of my fighter?” 

“No,” said Carbo. “You know, this Gray's a real nice guy—he 
just gave his half to me!” 

Our scrutiny of Al Weill must include his true connection with 
Rocky Marciano, now No. 2 contender, after rd Charles, for 
Joe Walcott’s title. Until Weill became I.B.C. matchmaker he 
was Marciano’s official manager. Since then, he contends, he has 
turned Marciano over to his son, Marty Weill of Dayton. Now 
Marciano is approaching a chance at the biggest prize in boxing: 
next month Walcott and Charles again fight in Philadelphia, and 
Marciano may draw a match against the winner. 

Al Weill figured, perplexingly, in an unsavory episode in the 
Garden several months ago. He was on hand when Referee Ray 
Miller stopped a lopsided match, declaring Middleweight Ernie 
Durando the winner over Rocky C; i. The latter's manager, 


New York, Weill asked him, 
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Tommy Eboli (alias Ryan), jumped into the ring and struck the 
referee. A few minutes later, when Weill entered Castellani’s dress- 
ing room to console him, Eboli wildly attacked Weill. He pum- 
meled him, knocked him down and broke his glasses before being 
pulled away. 

Eboli has been dealt with; we have revoked his license and he 
faces a court trial for assault. There were rumors that he thought 
Weill had double-crossed him—and rumors that on the contrary, 
Weill had bet on Eboli’s man—but then there are rumors about 
everything in boxing. Like many things in which Weill is involved, 
whys and wherefores of the beating remain a mystery. Now that he 
has returned from a visit to his native Alsace, some of these myster- 
ies may be solved. i 

In the tedious task of housecleaning that we had set for ourselves, 
the process of sizing up the Combination was—as this recital of 
names, numbers and ugly techniques has shown—only a prelimi- 
nary step. Driving the criminals out of boxing was, and is, our big job. 
We were not unarmed for it. We put special investigators to work, 
and besides these private eyes and ears we have had the aid of state 
agencies, of District Attorney Hogan and of George Monaghan, 
New York police commissioner, In our special counsel, Manuel Rob- 
bins, and our executive secretary, Daniel J. Dowd, we have veterans 
of the Dewey and Hogan gang prosecutions. And in the other mem- 
bers of the commission, Dr. Clilian B. Powell and Leon F. Swears, 
we have men of many years of experience in regulating boxing. 

We began tying together the threads of underworld control, only 
to find that, as the law stood, they did not lead us very far. We 
could prove that many people in boxing were constantly in the 
company of crooks, but proving in court that they were in the con- 
trol of crooks was different. So we asked the legislature for more 
authority and last month, in a sweeping revision of New York's 
1920 Walker Law, we got it. We now have full power to take away 
the license of anyone who even associates with criminals or “book- 
makers, gamblers or persons of similar pursuits,” as well as anyone 
who in our judgment acts against the best interests of boxing or 
the public. 

This power, of course, imposes the responsibility to use it not 
capriciously but wisely, For revoking licenses I have been accused 
of acting as a despot, of depriving individuals of their rigl 
out due process of law, and of arriving at guilt by associa 
critics, who include a good many boxing writers, ov 
points. One is that anybody we penalize—for consorting with gang- 
sters, for instance—can demand and get a public hearing on the 
charge. The other point is that a state license to box, manage, sec- 
ond, promote or act as a matchmaker is by no means a right, but 
a privilege granted by the state. So anyone who objects to our strict 
controls has an easy escape—he should not seek the enjoyment of 
such a privilege. 


A break for the boxers 


F New York seems to he rough on boxers’ managers, real and 

phony, it is for good reason. Our first obligation is to the boxers 
themselves. That is why, even before turning to hoodlum control, 
we took steps for greater safety in the ring. We set up closer medi- 
cal supervision, adopted the mandatory count of eight on knock- 
downs and ordered every ring in the state equipped with a new 
plastic covering designed to reduce the danger of head injuries. 
Now, as licenses of all sorts come up for renewal, we carefully sereen 
their holders. We have refused to renew many boxers’ licenses for 
their own protection, When a man’s record shows he has been 
knocked out time and again, it is ridiculous to permit him to con- 
tinue; we encourage him to take up another career. I could not feel 
otherwise for I have seen too many battered and bloodied boys, 
weeping in the dressing room after giving their all in the ring and 
taking a beating for the sake of someone's callous greed. 

We are lenient with boys with juvenile crime records who have 
found themselves and want to do right; there are some of these in 
boxing as in every other field. But our leniency will not extend to 
managers and other noncombatants. Because their influence on 
young boxers may be lifelong, we expect that their moral stand- 
ards and character should be especially high. This, too, is an ex- 
pectation we cannot realize overnight. 

By refusing to take only a casual interest in the kind of matches 
that are made, our commission may well have driven fights away 
from New York. Being responsible to the public as well as to box- 
ers we cannot just rubber-stamp every act of a matchmaker or 
promoter. We have felt free to inspire good matches as well as over- 
see them—and to raise our voice about the bad ones, too. After one 
dreary eyening at New York’s St. Nicholas Arena I warned Weill’s

With a helpless shrug 
Brown suggested that I take my complaint to Al Weill or Jim Nor- 
ris, his I. B.C. bosses, and I have. 

Perhaps because we no longer automatically approve return- 
match clauses in contracts for title fights, the world champions 
whose services are exclusively tied up are seldom seen in New York 
these days. But if we can’t see these shackled champions, we still 
can see boxing. To help bring along a new crop of boxers and stim- 
ulate the sport we have decided to create a full set of New York State 
championships. I believe the Madison Square Garden Corporation 
and other arenas would like to cooperate, for profit. If not, I am 
certain other accommodations can be found. I am asking the state 
to make its armories available if need be. 


A challenge to the states 


eatest obstacle to destroying the evils that afflict box- 
do not stop at state lines. In the past a hood- 
lum barred from the game in New York has been able to operate 
with impunity in other jurisdictions. The early history of treaties 
in which states promise to honor each other's susperisions was not 
encouraging. Faced with the enchanting prospect of a fight with a 
huge gate, promising tax revenue as well as community business, 
almost any state commission is under temptation or pressure or 
both to wink at a hoodlum’s exile by another jurisdiction. 

So far, New York law prevents us from joining the other states 
in the National Boxing Association. Still, I am hopeful that the new 
bilateral agreements we have made with Illinois, Maine, Missouri, 
Virginia, Michigan and Connecticut will lead to more—and that 
history will not repeat itself. If one state—our own—is militant 
enough to blow the whistle on monopolists and criminals, may- 
be others will follow the example. If the states will enforce the laws 
and regulations already on their books, boxing will survive its crisis 
and be restored to health. But, although I am firmly opposed to 
further surrenders of states’ rights, I am convinced that if the 
states do not cooperate, the answer will be a federal statute, and a 
harsh one at that. 

Meanwhile New York is going to go its own way and make box- 
ing clean up or close up. I hope and believe we can clean it up be- 
cause I like boxing and want to see it thrive. But if we fail, I will 
go before the legislature to ask that boxing be abolished in New 
York, its traditional capital, and I am confident such a recommen- 
dation will bring action. Boxing might get along in su 


ha case; 
New York certainly could. Already there have been threats that 
the boxing center of the country will move to Chicago, Los Angeles 
somewhere else. I, for one, am perfectly willing to see that hap- 
¢n—and willing to have the Carbos and Palermos go along—if the 
only alternative is that New Yorkers must close their eyes to the
